THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton, N. H., qualified to vote 
in Town Affars: 
You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, 
on the Second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Town Clerk, oné Selectman for three years, 
Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Auditors, one or more Road 
Commissioners, Trustee of Trust Fund for three years, Trustee of 
Public Library for three years, Constable, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, Measurers of Wood and Bark and Surveyors of Lum- 
ber, Health Officers, Cemetery Trustees for three years, Fence 
Viewers and all other necessary Town Officers and Agents for 
the ensuing year. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for pay- 
ing the town debts and defraying the interest thereon, for the 
support and maintenance of the Public Library, and for other 
necessary charges arising in said town. ; 


3. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports of Auditors, Agents, 
Committees, or other officers, heretofore chosen or appointed and 
to pass any vote relating thereto. 


4. ‘To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to hire 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $400.00 
for the control of the White Pine Blister Rust (The State will 
furnish $100.00 for every $400.00 raised). In addition to this 


aid, the State will also pay the cost of supervision of the town 
work.

6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $347.00 
(in addition to $695.00 required by law) for State Aid Construc- 
tion in order to secure State Aid of $1,042.00. 


7. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,500.00 
for Trunk Line Maintenance (the State will furnish a like sum.) 


8. Tosee if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $1,250.00 
for State Aid Maintenance (the State will furnish a like sum.) 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $175.00 
for Memorial Day observance. 


10. On petition of 12 voters. 


To see if the town will vote to approve and adopt By-law 
regulating and licensing Real Estate agents, as follows: 


No person or firm shall engage or act as an agent for the sale 
of real estate within the Town of Newton or engage in such busi- 
ness therein until he has procured a license therefor. The fee 
for said license shall be ten dollars ($10.00) per annum. Said 
license, unless sooner revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall 
expire one year after the date of granting thereof. 


Upon written complaint signed by two or more citizens or tax- 
payers within one year of its occurrence showing wherein any 
Real Estate Agent or Firm used unfair methods, charged excessive 
commission or interest, misrepresented or committed other ir- 
regularities, the Selectmen shall revoke and cease to grant said 
Firm or Agents a license for at least one year, or more in their 
discretion. 


Any person who acts or holds himself out presuming to act 
in violation of this by-law shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing ten dollars. 


11. On petition of 24 voters. 


To see if the town will vote to change the present form of vot- 
ing, to the use of the Australian Ballot for the election of candi- 
dates for town office, and the voting on appropriations to be held 
in the evening of the same day.

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12. On petition of Newton Village Improvement Society. 


To see if the town will vote to reconsider the vote passed at 
the Town Meeting held March, 1924, in relation to the use of 
the Town Hall by residents and others, or so much of said Town 


By-laws as will allow the Village Improvement Society the free 


use of said hall for such purposes as they may desire. 


13. On petition of twelve voters. 


To see if the Town will vote to install two or three street lights 
on Whittier Street, between Highland Street terminal and Pond 
Road. Appropriate money for the same. 


14. To transact any other business that may legally. come 
before said meeting.

The Annual Town Meeting was called to order at 9.25 A. M., 
by the Moderator, Frank H. Davis, who proceeded to read the 
warrant, and called for ballots for the election of Town Clerk 
under Article 1. 


For Town Clerk—. Whole number of ballots cast 76 
Necessary for choice 39 
Irving M. Heath had 76 votes and 
was declared elected. Qualified by the Moderator.

On motion of I. M. Heath, it was voted to adjourn for dinner, © 
from 11.45 to 1.15. Adjourned, 11.45. Meeting re-convened at 
1.15. : 


Article 10. Moved by James W. Bagley and amended by 
William K. Davis that this Article be made a special order at 
three o’clock today. 
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Article 11. The motion of George Robinson that this Article 
be laid on the table was lost, and on motion of Sumner Hoyt it 
was voted to purchase a 40 gallon chemical tank, and on motion 
of James W. Bagley, it was voted to raise and appropriate $300.00 
for same. 


Article 12. The motion of George Robinson that we buy 600 
feet of hose was lost: Yes 10; No 22; and on motion of Sumner 
Hoyt, it was voted to purchase 300 feet of hose; 60 voted in favor 
and none against. 


Article 13. On motion of B. F. Austin, voted, that three reser- 
voirs be constructed at the Junction Village, and two at the lower 
village: Yes 39; No 1. After some discussion, B. F. Austin 
moved a reconsideration of above vote which was carried, and 
George Robinson moved that one good reservoir be at the Junc- 
tion, and one at the lower village be constructed, and amended by 
Mr. Snow that the one at Sargent Corner be re-constructed, the 
amendment of Mr. Snow with the original motion was carried: 
Mr. Robinson moved that $1,000.00 be raised and appropriated 
and this motion was lost. On motion of Fire Chief, A. Ralph 
Estabrook, it was voted to raise $800.00, for reservoirs, Yes 38; 
No 0. 


Article 14. A motion was made by I. M. Heath that Articles 
14, 15, 16, 17. and 18 be indefinitely postponed, was lost: Yes 9; 
No 12. The following resolution was offered by Nellie Chrig- 
strom who moved its adoption: ‘‘To extend the lighting system 
from Fleming’s Corner to Peaslee’s Corner by placing one light 
in front of Samuel Baker’s; one light in front of C. J. Chrigstrom; 
and one at Peaslee’s Corner, and raise and appropriate money 
for the same.”’ After an explanation by the lighting committee 
‘that the company would not putlights so far apart, the resolu- 
tion was lost by vote of: Yes 19; No 38. 


Article 15. The motion of James W. Bagley that the lghts 
be installed according to the prayer of the petitioners was lost: 
Yes 22; No 33. 


Article 16. The motion of Earl B. Nichols that lights be in- 
stalled on Bartlett Street was lost.

Article 17. The motion of Mr. Harris to have lights on Whittier 
Street was lost. 


Article 18. Voted to pass over. 


Article 19. On motion of B. F. Austin, voted to extend lighting 
system to Ingall’s Corner: Yes 42; No. 33.

Letter from W. R. Sargent offering the land and buildings at 
the depot to the Town for the assessed value, the offer was ac- 
cepted, voted to purchase. (Letter follows). 


Newton, N. H., March 3, 1926. 
Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Dear Sirs :— 


Having purchased the Walter L. Stickney property at Newton 
Depot, it has been suggested to me that the Town should own 
this land for the storage of tools, culvert, road machine, tractor, 
etc., and perhaps for a fire engine house. 


Knowing that the Town owned no land at present suitable 
for this purpose, not even land where the tramp house sets, I here- 
by offer to sell this property to the Town for what it is taxed for, 
and give them free the land back of this property as far as the 
railroad (perhaps 14 acre) reserving the standing wood and lum- 
ber on both pieces and also the right to cancel this offer at any 
time.

P.S. I failed to mention that there is a mill constructed build- 
ing, brick lock up, with outside bath and a brick chimney on this 
land. Assessed $300.00. 
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At this time the special order at three o’clock was called for. 
A Representative of the Mead, Morrison Co., was called for, 
and said that as his firm carried no insurance on tractor which 
was burned at the Hayford fire, March 6, his people thought the 
Town should assume the loss, at least of the $1,500.00 paid by 
the town, although the Town was exonerated as there was noth- 
ing in the contract that called for the Town carrying insurance 
on tractor. |

After much discussion, John EK. Hayford offered this resolution 
and moved its adoption: ‘‘That the Town accept the first propo- 
sition of the Mead, Morrison Co., that ‘$1,500.00 be paid for the 
use of tractor, and plow, said amount to be deducted from the 
price; that in consideration of the $1,500.00 already paid and that 
the balance as agreed upon, that a new tractor be furnished by 
them, by paying said price of tractor and plow less the amount 
already paid;”’ which resolution was adopted: Yes 27; No 2. 


The following resolution was offered by Hon. Hayden E. Cheney, 
and amended by Rev. E. L. Noble was also adopted, (although it 
does not materially differ from the one offered by Mr. Hayford) 
“That the Town purchase of the Mead, Morrison Co., one No. 
55 new tractor together with plow, now in our possession, the 
same to be under the terms of the original contract as submitted 
‘August 31, 1925 is $5,700 less $1,500.00 paid for rental of plow 
and for tractor which was destroyed by fire March 6. This vote 
to hold providing the Mead, Morrison Co., accept the forego- 
ing terms, otherwise the committee appointed, be instructed to 
purchase a plow and tractor to the best of their ability, to be de- 
livered before Dec. 1, 1926. The Selectmen be given authority 
to raise and appropriate money for the same.”’ 


On motion of Earl B. Nichols, voted that the money be raised 
on notes of $1,000.00 each, payable each year. 


On motion of Clarence Green, voted that the item in the bud- 
get relating to Memorial Day be amended by increasing said 
sum to $175.00 instead of $60.00, also that the same committee 
as last year serve as Memorial Day committee. 
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The following report of the fire committee was made and ac- 
cepted and the committee discharged. 


We having been appointed at the last March Town Meeting 
for the purpose of purchasing fire equipment for the Town, we 
were very fortunate in being able to obtain the whole amount 
of $4,000.00, voted for the same, from the accumulated interest 
of the Harris Trust Funds we having purchased one Triple Com- 
bination, from the Peter Prisch & Sons Co., we have tried it out, 
accepted and placed it in service. The committee having carried 
out your wishes to the best of our ability, now wishes to be dis- 
charged.

It is with pleasure that we state that our schools are in every 
department up to the standard as required by our State laws. 


Much time has been devoted to the Budget covering expendi- 
tures for the coming year 1927-1928. With a view to economy 
and we have succeeded in keeping the Budget to the lowest pos- 
sible figure.
